Response to Amendment 

The amendment filed on 5/2/2006 has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 14 and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Kim 
(2003/0067266). 

Regarding claim 14, Kim discloses an OELD comprising: a substrate (fig 5, not shown); 
a first semitransparent film (130 and top part of 128); a second semitransparent film (128); and a 
reflective film (126), wherein the first and second semitransparent film and reflective film are 
laminated on the substrate in this order (fig 5).

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Regarding claim 15, Kim discloses the first semitransparent film and the reflective film 
comprises an electrode respectively and the second semitransparent film comprises organic light 
emitting layer (para 54). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-13 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: Regarding independent claim 1, the prior art of record does not teach or suggest the 
invention of an OELD having two reflecting portions sandwiching light emitting layer wherein 
the optical film thickness of the light emitting layer, intensity reflectance Rl at the front 
reflecting portion and intensity reflectance R2 at the rear reflecting portion are configured so that 
intensity reflectance of external light viewed from the viewer is set to be 10% or less by an 
optical interference effect, along with other claimed limitations. Claims 2-13 are allowed due to 
claim dependency.
